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TEN PERTINENT PACKING 
POINTERS 


The following suggestions and warnings, based 
the many years of practieal experience of a proininent 
eastern packing manufacturer, will be found valuable 
in the installation of packings. To follow them may meag 
freedom from trouble that would oceur when even the 
best packing is improperly installed. Handlers and sales. 
men of packing may find it profitable to hand copies of 
these, either reprinted or typewritten, to their customers, 

1. NEVER fail to make clear what the packing js 
to pack. In other words, with what will the 
packing make contact? 

2. NEVER guess at a size, diameter, width or 
height, when ordering packing. Many failures 
result from small errors in dimensions. 

8. NEVER allow too little or too much clearance 
between follower plate and inside cup wall, or 
any metal parts behind any upright leather 
wall. 1/16” to 3/32” on each side, depending on 
size of packing, is recommended. 

4. NEVER doctor packing lips with a_ pocket 
knife or file, or batter lip in installing. A 
rounded lip destroys the seal. Packings can be 
softened by soaking in warm water if neces- 
sary. 

NEVER apply cup packings with flange too 

high for clearance at the head of the cylinder. 

Keep systems clean, so sediment will not collect 

in eylinders and wear the packing. 

6. NEVER apply cup packings to end of plunger 
which is badly worn; pressure will foree the 
packing down into clearance between plunger 
and eylinder. Leather washers cut from old cup 
packings can be made to reinforce the heel of 
cups on worn plungers. 

7. NEVER apply ‘‘U’’ packings where plungers 
are worn, without reinforcing under heel with 
leather cushion rings.

NEVER look for long service on seored plung- 
ers or in seored cylinders; resurface or reline 
such equipment to proper dimensions. 

8. NEVER allow water to corrode cylinder walls, 
plungers or rods. Use an anti-rust agent that 
will prevent this and will act as a lubricant.

Brake Lining. This market was slightly off in Decem- 
ber. Steady market is expected for at least two years after 
the war, then a gradual tapering off in the following three 
years to the 1940 level. 
ovember sales of Brake Lining decreased from 
November 1943 but showed a slight increase over Octo- 
ber 1944. For the eleven months period there is an in- 
ereas’ over the same period in 1943. Domestic consump- 
tion sales in November 1944 showed a decrease from 
November 1943, the latter month being the highest on 
record. For the first eleven months of 1944 domestic 
consumption sales were also the highest ever recorded. 

Qn exports, while November 1944 sales advanced 
over November 1943, they were less than in October 1944. 
Exports for the first eleven months 1944 however showed 
a considerable increase over the corresponding period 
of 1943. 

Asbestos Paper. ‘‘The demand for Asbestos Paper 
continues good’’, says one producer, ‘‘and I believe that 
most manufacturers will start the new year with a com- 
fortable backlog of orders. We anticipate good business for 
at least two years after the war ends.’’ 

Says another: ‘‘Demand appears to be running 
normally, with orders about equalling production. Fall 
activity has strengthened the demand somewhat, altho 
1945 activity should be about 30% less than 1944. 

Asbestos Millboard. Continued demand of equipment 
accounts keeps this product active, demand and production 
being about equal. In postwar conditions the requirements 
for fireproofed building construction should increase this

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FOUR REASONS FOR 
HIGH BUILDING LEVELS 


Four reasons why the building products industry was able 
to maintain output and sales at high levels thru 1944 were out 
lined in a yearend statement by Herbert Abraham, President of 
The Ruberoid Co. 

First: Altho the peak of government war construction was 
passed more than a year ago and wartime restrictions on new 
civilian construction have remained in force, the slack was 
taken up substantically by a mounting demand for materials re 
quired for necessary repairs and maintenance of existing 
buildings. 

Second: The manpower shortage, still a major problem, was 
overcome in large degree by the employment of women workers 
and by the development under pressure of the war emergency of 
improved forms of labor-saving equipment. 

Third: The urgent need to increase and protect the nation’s 
food supply created a wide demand for additional farm 
buildings. 

Fourth: The wartime restrictions on the use of sheet metal 
and various classes of lumber were offset substantially by the 
development of new forms of building products made from non- 
critical materials such as asbestos, cement, asphalt, coal-tar 
pitch and rags. 

Due to these and various minor factors, and particularly to 
the growing demand for materials needed for necessary re 
pairs and maintenance and for farm construction, sales of 
building products during the closing months of 1944 continued 
to be at high levels for the season. 


BUILDING 


Preliminary estimates of new construction put in place dur- 
ing the year 1944 indicate a volume of $3,840,000,000, according 
to WPB release No. 6970. This volume is not quite half the 1943 
total of $7,732,000,000 and less thah one-third the 1942 peak acti- 
vity of $13,434,000,000. 

New construction volume in November amounted to 
$297,000,000, a 7% decline from October and 32% under the acti- 
vity of November 1943. Military and government-financed in- 
dustrial construction during the month continued at the Octo- 
ber levels but housing, privately financed industrial and other 
types, registered seasonal declines. Overall activity during 
December is expected to decline 11% from the November level.
